Hackmen are allowed to receive a greater com-
peunsation than is fixed by law if it be voluntarily
oflered by the passenger; but if he receive the
same without informing the passenger that it is
greater than his legal fare, he is guilly of having
demanded the illegul fare.

Ix Cases or Rerusan sy Hackmes 1o Take Pas-
sEncers.—Hackmen are required by law to earry
all passengers rendering them the legal fare, unless
previously engaged for the time necessary 1o trans-
port passengers offering lim the fare, under a
penalty of five dollars.

When a hackman shall refuse to take passen-
gers, on the plea of a previous engagement, he is
required to give the name and residence of the
person by whom he is 50 engaged, under a penalty
of five dollars.

If it should appear that the plea of a previous
engagement was a false one, or that the informa-
tion of the name and residence of 1he person given
by the hackman. was false, then the hackman
incurs a penalty of five dollars.
